New York Rector to

Dr. Guthrie, in a letter, says his 
proposal to judge the service by a se 
lected committee was treated by the 
bishop as irrelevant. He points out 
that the bishop is in error when he 

ted that evening prayer was not 

d on Sunday, and he contends that

—Women will not serve on juries this 
year. The bill providing for that serv- 
ice has been killed in the senate com- 
mittee on general laws. 

The explanation giveh is that, since 
the law requires that a jury shall not 
be separated during its deliberation, 
it would entail great hardship on wom- 
en if they were locked in a jury room 
with men for possibly two or three 
days. 

The bill giving women right to 
wages for their services also ‘was 
killed in committee. This measure, it 
was pointed out, was killed because, 
although the husband supports the 
wife, she is under no obligation to 
keep house for him, and furthermore 
that while she could charge him for 
such services, she is not even required 
to live with him.

Fish Stock. 


Excellent soups can be made from 
the liquid in which fish is )oiled, or 
the trimmings from fish, with the 
bones, may be cooked for this pur- 
pose. It is a clever piece of economy 
to use fish trimmings in this way, 
even if you buy the trimmings. 

For a quart of stock take one pound 
of trimmings and bones, two small’ 
onions, some dried celery leaves, and 
some green or dried pepper. 
have the bay leaf habit, use a. ‘ay 
leaf. Put these ingredients into a 
kettle and shake them until they are 
well heated through, then add a quart 
ef cold water and when it comes ft 
the boiling point simmer the whole 
from twenty to thirty minutes. Po- 
tatoes and onions sliced and put in 
layers in a kettle, then covered with 
this fish stock and _ cooked tender, with 
the addition of or cream at the 
end, make an acceptable luncheon dish 
to eat with “crackers. If you have 
the old fashioned Boston crackers split 
a few and put them into this stew be 
fore it is taken up. 

The shoulder and neck bones of the 
halibut and cod are excellent for such 
a service as this, or for making a 
chowder, since in the halibut napes 
there are pieces of flesh that are well 
worth while as food, although the 
whole thing is so generally thrown 
away by the fish dealer. 

To make a chowder with the hall- 
but napes cut these pieces of flesh 
in dice, when you have started some 
diced salt pork to frying in the ket- 
tle in which the chowder is to be 
cooked. Put over the perk a layer 
of sliced or diced potato, onions, and 
fish, repeating. Cover with cold wa- 
ter, bring to a boil, and cook until po- 
tatoes and fish are done. Add any 
seasoning like salt, some milk or 
cream, and perhaps cracker.
